Anoth- 
er iuiprvHlon which ha* been more general, 1* 
that Judge* on the bench; administered juitioo 
without partiality, and without fear, favor, af- 
eotion, or the hope of reward. Tbl* luipreision 
we are Induced t<> think will receive tomewhat 
of a *bock in thi* caie, a* it i* notorious that 
the Judge on the bench, In this matter ha* act- 
ed throughout, a* if he felt himielf the ehoeeu 
•ervent ofthe clave power, to fulfil it* wfsh 
and It* bidding, wgardleaa »f all else, wheth- 
er thlg latter foot, bad any thing to do with a 
verdict, which la thought neither the testimony 
or the lawjuttified, all will judge for them-
